5 „ CHAP: YL 
An Act for the more ſpeedy Levying of Soldiers for the 
Expedition againſt Crown-Point. 


F HEREAS this Government have judged it neceſſary that two Thouſand preamble: 
Men be raiſed (in Addition to thoſe who bave been already inliſted or 


ordered to be raiſed to Reinforce the Army under the Command of 

Major General Johaſon, deſtined to Crown- Point, and have there- 
upon defired bis Honour the Commander in Chief, to order the ſeveral Companies 
both of Horſe and Foot in all the Regiments within this Province (thoſe in the 
County of York excepted) to be muſtered on the fifteenth of September Inſtant ; 
and in Caſe the Number of Two Thouſand Men ſhould net then be inliſted, that 
the aforeſaid Number be compleated by an Impreſs to be made as ſoon as may be : 


Wherefore for the more ſpeedy and effectual raiſing and levying of Soldiers for 
the Service aforeſaid : 


Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governour Council, and Houſe of Re- anner of 
preſentatives, That upon dueWarning given (by Order of the Commander notifying the 
in Chief) by one of the Serjeants or Corporals of the feveral Troops and Muſter of the 
Companies, to each Perſon belonging to the ſame, either in Perſon, or in ſeveral wry 
Caſe of his Abſence from Home, by leaving a Notification in Writing at fia in order 
the uſual Place of his Abode, for muſtering the Companies of Horſe and toraiſeVolun- 
Foot for the Purpoſes before. mentioned, every Perſon (who by Law is ob- tiers &c. 
liged to attend Military Muſters) whether belonging to any Troop or Foot | 
Company, ſhall punctually attend and continue at ſuch Muſter at the Time 
and Place that ſhall be appointed therefor, on Pain of incurring the Penalty 
of twenty Pounds, unleſs it ſhall appear on Trial of the Offence that his At- 
tendance was neceſſarily and unavoidably prevented; and every Perſon who 
ſhall be impreſſed for the Service aforeſaid, ſhall duly attend the ſame, either 
4 by himſelf, or by ſome other effective able-bodied Perſon in his Stead, on

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governour, Council and Houſe of 
Repreſentatives, 'ſhac” the - Treaſurer of the Province be and hereby 
is impowered and directed to borrow from ſuch Perſon or Perſons as ſhall 


be willing to lend the ſame, a Sum not exceeding the Sum of /xteen Thouſand - 


Pounds in mill'd Dollars at fix Shillings each, or in other Silver at ii Shilling 
and *ight Pence per Ounce, for a Term not exceeding eight Months, and 
the Sum ſo borrowed, ſhall be applied in Manner as in this Act is directed; 
and for every Sum fo borrowed, the Treaſurer ſhall give a Receipt and 
Obligation (but for no Sum leſs than /ix Pounds) in Form following.

Perſons as ſhall apprehend or cauſe to be apprehended any Deſerter from 
his Majeſty's ſaid Service twenty Shillings, and the Colts of Profecution to 
be deducted out of his Wages for every Deſerter that ſhall be ſo apprehended 


and committed. |
